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akes over Union 




Senior players cap off careers 
by helping turn program around

There is no clear definition of the term 
"overcoming adversity." 
Don't tell K-State women's bas- 
ketball that, however, because the last fours 
have been all about overcoming adversity. 
Just ask the team's three seniors, who have 
not only experienced the highs and lows of 
the program, but have also been instrumen- 
tal in this year's turnaround season. 

"While this team had a lot of players 
that shared the leadership, they (the se- 
niors) provided the appropriate leadership, 
I think on the floor and in the locker room," 
head coach Jeff Mittie said Sunday after 
K-State's 67-48 loss to Missouri. 

When Heidi Brown, Haley Texada 
and Ashia Woods first arrived in Manhat- 
tan, the program was coming off of another 
NCAA Tournament berth. The three helped 
the program earn another bid during their 
freshman campaign, though it would be 
their only chance at the NCAA Tourna- 
ment. 

For the next three seasons. Brown, 
Texada and Woods endured an odyssey 
of highs and lows, and have since helped 
restore toughness and resiliency to a once 
Big 12 powerhouse. 

The trio first faced adversity in Jan- 
uary 2013 — their sophomore season — 
when Woods went down with a ruptured 
Achilles, an injury that ended her season 
early. 

While Woods was on the mend. Brown 
and Texada stepped up and did their part in 
helping the Wildcats to another postseason 
bid with the WNIT. 

However, things then seemed to hit 
rock bottom — and fast. 

Woods returned from her injury, but 
the 2013-14 campaign was anything but

smooth sailing. Just 15 games into the sea- 
son, Texada was sidelined for the rest of 
the season with a stress fracture in her leg. 
As a result, the Wildcats' record took a big 
hit, as they endured their first losing season 
in four years (11-19). 

The season was a disappointment, 
capped off with a three-point loss to in- 
state rival Kansas in the Big 12 Women's 



Tournament. The loss sent K-State into the 
offseason without a postseason appearance 
and without a head coach. Shortly after 
the season ended. Athletics Director John 
Currie relieved Deb Patterson of her head 
coach duties with the women's basketball 
team.

Disc golf club seeks 
to catch new wind

Four years ago, the K-State Disc Golf Club consist- 
ed of four students who funded and supported their own 
way through tournaments. 

The team qualified for their fifth National Collegiate 
Disc Golf Championship in six years, and has a consis- 
tent team of talented student athletes. 

Josh Carroll, senior in fine arts and president of the 
club, has been present to see most of this growth hap- 
pen. Five years ago, when he first became a student at 
K-State, Carroll joined a community disc golf league in 
Manhattan. 

"What became known as 'the K-State Disc Golf 
Club team' formed as a result of this league when four 
guys decided to begin competing in tournaments com- 
petitively," Carroll said. "After competing in nationals in 
the spring of 2012, three of the four team members grad- 
uated and we were left to recruit an entirely new team." 

With enough interest, he applied to create an official 
club team through K-State 's Office of Student Activities 
and Services. After gaining support from the university 
and recruiting enough team members, the team began 
competing in regional tournaments throughout the 2012- 
13 academic year, hoping to reach the national tourna- 
ment once again. The team continued their success from 
year to year and attained their goal. 

The club's cycle will repeat itself this fall when five 
of the eight team members will graduate, while the re- 
maining three recruit. 

Carroll said he hopes to continue spurring the growth 
of the sport in the Midwest. The team hosted their first 
tournament last weekend, the Midwest Collegiate Cham- 
pionships. Dynamic Discs, an Emporia disc golf com- 
pany, played a large role by sponsoring this tournament. 

Dixon Jowers, operations specialist for Dynamic 
Discs, spoke about the growth of the sport in the Mid- 
west and specifically in Kansas. 

"Dynamic Discs recently opened its second store 
in Kansas City and continues to sponsor tournaments 
around the country in an effort to support passionate and 
dedicated players," Jowers said. 

Disc golf is catching a new wind in the professional 
and collegiate spheres. 

"We played host to three other Kansas schools: Uni- 
versity of Kansas, Wichita State University and Emporia 
State University, and are hoping to add two more in up- 
coming years," Carroll said. "Those schools are Bethel 
College and Pittsburg State University." 

Three of the four Kansas teams have qualified to 
compete with more than 90 other teams at the 2015 
National Collegiate Disc Golf Championships, demon- 
strating the strength the sport is gaining in the Midwest 
region. The next step for the disc golf club is to compete 
at the national competition, held April 15-18. 

Another goal remaining for this academic year is to 
recruit club team members to fill a team for next year. 

"Most people see the club as a competitive way to 
enjoy disc golf," Carroll said. "While tournaments are 
competitive, the club exists as a format to connect people 
who love disc golf with other people who like disc golf. 
Anyone is welcome to join the club." 

This mentality of inclusiveness has been vital in 
drawing players into the club. Players like David More- 
no, junior in finance, were able to find their niche at 
K-State within the club. 

"I have gotten significantly better by playing with 
the guys," Moreno said. "We are just a bunch of guys that 
love getting outside and throwing, and we have all be- 
come good friends with only that one thing in common." 

A student league will begin the week after spring 
break. Students will begin playing on Friday nights from 
5-7 p.m. at Fairmont Park.

With the program trending downward 
for the first time in several years, the trio 
faced a decision: opt out of the program 
and finish their careers elsewhere amid un- 
certainties of a new coach, or stick it out 
with whoever was next in line. 

As the story goes, they chose the lat- 
ter. 

Soon after the end of the season, 
K-State Athletics hired its ninth women's 
head coach in school history: Jeff Mittie. 

Other than high energy and intensity, 
Mittie brought something to the program 
that became K-State's one-word motto for 
the 2014-15 season: poise. 

"'Poise' was literally the word of the 
year," Texada said. "That's something 
Coach Mittie and his staff said the first day 
we practiced - you know, just have poise. 
And over time, now that I say it, it's night 
and day as to how much we do have it. It's 
funny to see how much you grow in a year 
and a lot changes." 

The Wildcats needed that poise and 
resiliency this season, especially from 
Brown, Texada and Woods once Big 12 
play rolled around. 

After a 12-1 nonconference schedule, 
the Wildcats hit a series of speed bumps 
in conference action. By the end of the 
season, though, K-State was peaking and 
challenging each foe, including top-ranked 
Baylor in the Big 12 Women's Tourna- 



ment. 

Woods credits that turnaround to ur- 
gency — urgency from playing in her last 
season in a K-State uniform. 

"Yes, there is a little more urgen- 
cy knowing that it is coming to an end," 
Woods said. "We are playing with more 
energy and more passion. Another thing 
is we have a little more experience to lead 
our team and that plays a role on how well 
we do on the court." 

If there was one game that defined 
this senior class, it was K-State's regu- 
lar-season finale against West Virginia on 
March 3. Down 13 points in the second 
half, Texada and Woods sparked a come- 
back that gave the Wildcats a 59-55 vic- 
tory. In the win, Texada scored 22 points. 

"It was awesome," Texada said after 
that game. "I enjoyed every second of it, 
no matter how tired I was at one point. The 
girls really did fight hard and they knew 
how much it meant. They just went harder 
because of that. It was awesome." 

Although the three seniors' careers 
ended Sunday in a WNIT second-round 
loss to Missouri, Woods said unity and 
strength will bind them long after their 
time at K-State is over. 

"Those are my girls for life," Woods 
said. "We've been together since day one; 
not all seniors have come in together at 
the same time ... we bonded and have had 
great memories. That's one thing that we'll 
take, (that is), the journey with each other."

$9,496. The more complicated 
a birth becomes, the more it's 
going to cost you. For a Kansas 
hospital cesarean delivery 
with complications in 
2010, you were looking 





at a whopping 
$20,461 bill. 

Let's not forget 
the costs of preparing for a baby 
before it is even born. Doctor's appoint- 
ments, cradles, bottles, a car seat and 
formula are just a few of the thousands 
of dollars soon-to-be parents spend on 
items they need to stock up on before 
they have a baby. 

I'm going to seize this moment to 
play the broke college student card. 

I'm a broke college student. I can 
barely afford to drive home on the 
weekends. I skip lunch when possible 
to save food. I work two jobs and am in 
enough credit hours to feel like a full- 
time student. I buy the cheapest of liquor 
to get by on the weekends and don't 
even bring my debit card to the bars. If 
I haven't clearly painted my beautifully 
diminished bank account enough for you 
to understand my total lack of green, I 
can't help you. 

Freedom 

Remember that thing I was saying 
about flying by the seat of my pants? I 
don't see any child growing up happily, 
or safely, with a mother who is so inde- 
cisive about life that she even changes 
her hair every other week (I recently cut 
off 4 inches of hair and got bangs; please 
avoid eye contact until they have fully 
grown out).

They need adults who will help 
them become caring, respectful and re- 
sponsible for their communities at every 
stage of their childhood."

Energy's Retail Energy 
Cost Adjustment rider, a fee 
that covers the cost of fuel 
for the company's power 
plants. 

The company collected 
about $510 million for the 
fee, but only spent about 
$479 million, according to 
Rebecca Fowler, Westar 
Energy rate analyst.
